Notes of the Week 


Decay has settled on the Festival of Shavuoth. Superficial 
Jews, in the habit of grading Jewish obsery- 
ances in order of their supposed sacredness, 
have rated it of minor importance and so have 
come to disregard it altogether. Indeed, it would not be an 
exaggeration to say that many among us will be surprised to hear 
that the Festival recurs next. Wednesday. Yet there could be surely 
no more glaring instance of the setting up of false values, for 
Shavuoth should have to Jewish minds a double significance to-day. 
As a Harvest Festival, it should remind us of the spacious days 
when we were not cooped vp in towns, but tilled the soil. As the 
Festival of the Giving of the Law, it stamps the Jew as the banner- 
bearer of Law and Civilisation. Can either of these aspects be 
belittled or ignored? Do we not need the fragrant harvest 
memories of yore to hasten that return to the land which now, 
thank Heaven, is proceeding at quickened pace, though still not 
fast enough? And can the Festival of Law have no meaning to a 
people whose lives and happiness hang ina peculiar degree upon 
respect for Law and the rule of justice ? So far, in fact, is Shavuoth 
from being out-of- date aud unimportant that it ought really to be

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Death Nahum 
PASSING GREAT ZIONIST 


A Life Devoted to 
PIONEER OF THE 


Nahum Sokolow, Hon. President and formerly President of 
the Executive of the World Zionist Organisation, and of the 
Jewish Agency, and one of the outstanding figures in the history 


of modern Zionism, died suddenly on London 


Sunday at his 
house at the age of seventy-four. 

Nahum Sokolow was born at Wysogrod, in Poland. He -was a 
member of a Chassidic family descended from Rabbi Nahum Schapiro. 
He was orginally intended tor the Rabbinate; and was educated with 
this end in view; and he also studied medieval Jewish history, modern 
Hebrew literature, and languages. Subsequently he dnitted into 
journalism, and after a few years became Editor of the Hebrew daly, 
Hazerinau. He was also the founder and Editor of the year-book, 
Ha-Asir, and its successor, LE-SHANAH, which appeared in 
Warsaw between 1899 and 1902, 
and for a number of years he edited 
the Polish weekly, Izraguira. The 
deceased was one of the most 
proliic of modern Hebrew writers, 
being trequent contmbutor to 
numerous Hebrew penocicals. He 
wis also the of il Hebre 
biographical dictionary of contem.- 
porary Jewish writers, a translation

works on geography, 
anti-Semitism and the geography of 
Palestine, a Jewish historical novel 
and a Hebrew-English manual. 
Mr. Sokolow was an accomplished 
linguist, speaking Hebrew, Yiddish, 
Pohsh, JKussian, English, French 
German and Italian. 

In March, 1906, the deceased, 
who had won widespread recogni- 
tion as a Russo-Jewish journalist 
and pubheist, came to London on a 
mission on behalf of Russian 
Jewry. During his visit he con- 
tributed to Ture JewisH CHRONICLE 
a& number of.articles on the Russian 
situation. He was at the time pre- 
paring a scientific work on Jewish 
emancipation in Western countries, 
having studied the subject in 
Germany, Holland and Belgium. 
The book was intended largely to 
provide material for the Russian 
Duma in considering the Jewish 
question. Mr. Sokolow had himself 
in his early days stood as a candi- 
date for the Duma for Bialystock, 
in the Government of Grodno. But 
anti-Semitic prejudice was at the 
time rife in Russia; the peasants 
were marched by police and 
soldiers to the religious settlement 
of the Orthodox Church and thence 
to the polling halls; and naturally 
the Jewish candidate was defeated. 

Mr. Sokolow returned to Russia, 
and in 1908 was sentenced to a 
term of imprisonment for describing the anti-Jewish riots of the 
period in his paper, Hazerrran. The sentence was, however, sub- 
sequently commuted to a fine. He was later sentenced to a term of 
imprisonment for having published the Tsar's reply to the Black 


Hundreds, as well as being fined for publishing pogrom news in the 
Warsaw papers in the same year. 


Official Work for Zionism 
Immediately after the appearance of Herzl upon the Jewish 
scene, Mr. Sokolow joined the Zionist Movement, and participated 


in the First Zionist Congress at Basle in 1897. In 1910. 
Mr. Sokolow, who was then Editor of Dre Wetr, retired from 
active journalistic work, 


activ lista and became General Secretary of the 
Zionist Organisation, and Editor of its central organ, Haotom. In 
the following year he was elected a member of the Zionist Executive. 
He had previously, while living in Cologne, acted as Secretary of the 
local branch of the Movement. It was at this date that the deceased’s

Above all, there 
re the indeterminable numbers of Jews who do not trouble any 
Synagogue when they wish to “marry out,” and who either submit 
to a Church or Chapel ceremony or settle the religious difficulty in 
the easiest way, by resort to the registry office. What their actual 
total may be, I do not know, but it nidst "be large and growing 
the evidence of one’s eyes and ears is to be believed.

Mr. Sokolow visited America in June, 1932, to undertake a : 
vanda tour for the raising of Zionist Funds. Pnor to leaving Ik: 
Mr. Sokolow gave the following message to a representative 
JEWISH CHRONICLE: 


‘ The path to the goal which we have in view, seems to grow - 
and more penlous as we go on. We must concentrate more than : 
the Ideal. Not for one instant do I doubt its realisation. The : 
views and aspirations which bind us are more powerful than the d: 
views which separate us. The work of quiet persuasion and a: 
forms the sohd foundation on which the ultumate success of ow 
ment is reared. Anglo-Jewry, men and women, are now in the fo: 
of it. With all the other Jewries of the world we are soldiers in a « 
cause-——the immortal cause of justice. 

On his return from America that year, a remarkable 
was accorded to him at a demonstration held at the Shor 
Towa Hall.

Mr. Sokolow asked 
the President to use his influence with the League of Nations to o!){ain 
an enlarged quota for Jewish emigrants to Palestine; and Presiient 
De Valera promised that the Saorstat would use its good ofhces with 
the League to have the quota extended. 

At a Conference of the Federation of Polish Jews in Great Britun, 
held in July, 1933, at the Communal Centre, Mr. Sokolow, Hv". 
President, accorded a welcome to the Polish Ambassador. 


Flying Visit to South Africa 

Mr. Sokolow again visited Palestine, early in 1934. He was give! 
the freedom of the City of Tel-Aviv on that oceasion. From Palestine 
he tlew to South Africa to open the Keren Hayesod Campaign. He 
rem.ined there for six months, and during that time a record sum 
was raised for the Fund. Mr. Sokolow then flew back to Palestine !° 
time for the New Year festivities. While there he laid the foundation 
stonc of the new Rothschild Hadassah University Hospital in 
Jerusalem. In an interview with the Doar Hayom, Mr. Sokolow said; 
with regard to the question of peace between Arabs and Jews : rhe 
Arabs roust first recognise the Mandate, and what the Mandate imps: 
So long as they refuse to recognise the right of the Jews to settle in 
Palestine, the danger of ioable remains.” 

On his return to England in January, 1935, a welcome was 
accorded to Mr. Sokolow by the Zionist Federation and the ante 
Hayesod.

Sokolow. Black flags were flown on the municipality building and on the 
public offices. 

Senator Justin Godard, of Paris, Chairman of the France-lalestine 
Committee, in a statement to the Jowish Telegraphic Agency, expressed 
his deep sorrow at the news of the death of Mr. Nahum Sokolow. “'f 
appreciated greatly . Senator Godard said, “the admirable activity of the 
man who devoted himeelf entirely te the Zionist cause.” 

All the Zionist offices in Vienna were closed. The Hebrew. Chajcs 
Secondary School, as well as all the other Hebrew Secondary Schools, 
interrupted their studies ; and addresses on.the great loss suffered by the 
Jewish people by the death of Mr. Sokolow were delivered by the 
teachers. 

The Zionist Organisation of America issued a statement on the death 
of Mr. Sokolow, in which it declares that “ world Jewry and the Zionist 
Movement in particular have suffered a grievous loss, An irreplaceable 
figure has passed into Jewish history.” The. offices of the Zionist 
Organisation were closed during the funeral. 

In Warsaw, the Zionist Stu lents’ Union has prociaimed a week of 
mourning, The Jewish shops in Poland were closed on the day of the 
funeral.

At a special meeting of the Council of the Federation of Jewish Relief 
Organisations, held on Monday in London, tributes were paid to the late 
Mr. Nahum Sokolow. Dr. LD. Jochelman, who presided, spoke of the 
magnificent work accomplished by Mr. Sokolow on behalf of Jewish 
welfare throughvut the world, and in particular his association with the 
activities of the Relief Federation. The late Jesish leader, he said, was 
instrumental in establishing the Central Committee for Polish Jews 
which did splendid service during the war. He acted as a President of 
the Bessarabian appeal recently launched by the Federation. Mr. Morris 
Myer associated himself with the tribute to the deceased leader.

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FIELD-MARSHAL LORD ALLENBY 


THE LIBERATOR OF PALESTINE 

The passing of Field-Marshal Lord Allenby, at his home in 
London last week, at the ace of seventy-five, is deeply regretted by 
the Jewish community, who will remember him as the Liberator of 
Palestine. It wason the first day of Chanucah, the anniversary of 
the entry of Judas Maccabeus into Jerusalem, that the British 
Forces under Lord Allenby drove the Turks out of that city. 
Jewish soldiers, organised in Jewish battalions, took part in the 
fighting. 

Speaking at a reception given him in New York, in 1928, by the 
American Zionist Organisation, Lord Allenby said: 

“T had the honour of commanding several Jewish battalions and I 
also had. before these Jewish battalions were raised, many Jewish 
soldiers under mv command. Judas Maccabenus could. not have fought 
better than they did. Their courage and patriotism to the canse, for 
which they fought, were. outstanding; they realised it was not only the 
cause of Judaism, but of humanity.” 

In reply to a presentation made to him in 1926 by the English 
Zionist Federation, Lord Allenby recalled that on his arrival in 
Jerusalem in 1917, he had been honoured by the Jewish community 
who, through Dr. Weizmann, had preseuted him with a jewelled 
casket containing the Torah. It was the greatest honour, he said, 
ever conferred on him, and now increised by this presentation, 
The Torah he had received from the Jews of Jerusalem, he declared, 
was the true emblem of unity of the cause for which the Allies had 
fought. . The presentation was at the Mile End Empire, following 
which Lord Atlenby visited the East London Synagogue to unveil 
a Memorial to Jewish soldiers of East London.

At the opening of the Hebrew University by Lord Balfour in 
April, 1925, Lord Allenby delivered an address in which be reviewed 
his work in Palestine. He began by recalling that seven. years 
previously he had presided at the laying of the foundation stone of 
the University. “It is an experience given to very few people,” he 
said, “to see a work begun in war consumm»ted in peace.” 

When the incident at the Wailing Wall occurred on the Day of 
Atonement in 19238, Lord Allenby said that it was regrettable that 
the Jerusalem police had acted tactlessly. ‘ My friendly attitude 
towards the rebuilding of Palestine as the Jewish National Home,” 
he went on, “is well known to the Jewish people throughout the 
world. This attitude will not be changed.” During his visit to 
Palestine in April, 1933, the Freedom of Tel-Aviv was conferred upon 
him. 

In November, 1931, the late Field-Marshal inspected the Jewish 
Ex-Servicemen’s National Remembrance Parade at-Whiteball, and 
later was the principal guest at the reunion tea. The Committee 
of the Jewish Ex-Servicemen’s National Remembrance Service were 
represented at the funeral at Westminster Abbey on Tuesday, by 
Dayan M.Gollop and Lieut.-Col. J. H. Levey. Sic Herbert Samuel 
was also present. 

At a review of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, at Raynes Park, last 
May, Lord Allenby paid eloquent tribute to Jewish loyalty to the 
Empire. In peace and in action,” he declared, “I have been 
impressed by your loyalty to our great King, who is the guardian of

Persistent Acts of Terrorism 


JEWISH DEATH ROLL MOUNTING 
Arab Delegation Not To Visit England 


ROYAL COMMISSION 


The past week in Palestine has been marked by a serious deterioration 
in the political position, and all observers are agreed that things have 
zone ‘‘from bad to worse.’’ 

A series of abominable crimes by Arabs, designed to establish a 
condition of terror and involving the murder of-~numbers of Jews and 
the destruction of Jewish property, have seriously challenged the 
efficiency of the administration, which is being charged with culpable 
mildness in the face of a campaign of organised lawlessness. 

There were riots in Jaffa last Friday following the Arab leaders’ call 
to their followors not to pay taxes. On Saturday, three Jews were 
assassinated outside a Jerusalem cinema. Bombs were thrown at British 
barracks on Sunday, and on Monday an Austrian Christian was murdered, 
while an Arab was killed while trying to blow up the railway line near 
Jafia. On Tuesday, a Jew walking in the Old City in Jerusalem was 
killed by Arab assassins. 

There are, however, indications that the Arab strike movement, 
which has been enforced by undisguised terrorism, is beginning to weaken. 
Two events have dealt a considerable biow to the prestige of the fomenters 
of trouble. The announcement of the unaltered Jewish immigration 
schedule and the vigorous steps to convert Tel-Aviv into a port capable 
of handling traffic hitherto unloaded by Arab labour in Jaffa is bringing 
home to the Arab rank and file that the criminal element responsible for 
the troubles are merely leading them into poverty and unemployment, 
without any compensating political advantages. — 

The wider politioal significance of the Arab disorders is lucidly 
summed up by the well-known writer, ‘‘Candidus,’’ in yesterday's lead- 
ing article in the ‘‘Daily Sketch.’’ 
unique case of a strike against prosperity, he says: 

We must rid our minds of the idea that the Arabs in Palestine 
are a downtrodden, unhappy people. They are a backward, unpro- 
gressive people whose ignorance ts being abused by a small ambitious 
clique of intriguers who are working for a vast new Arab Empire 
over what was formerly the southern half of the Turkish Empire. 
That would be the end of all hopes of a new and regenerated East. 
The Arabs have not done badly out of the War. Thanks to us they 
got the vast regions of Mesopotamia. They have got Transjordama, 

_too, which is more than half the area of all Palestine. What is left 
for the Jews is only a share in what is a mere Naboth’s vineyard, 
compared with the vast extent of Arab possessions. There are as 
inany Jews as Arabs in the world, and never were they more, or so 
widely, oppressed than now. For milions of Jews in Central Eurepe, 

Palestine is their only hope. Has there ever been a clearer call to our 

sense of justice and to our capacity for rule than im Palestine to-day! 


Five persons have been killed in Jerusalem by Arabs in the period 
of three days. In no case were the murders provoked. Unsuspecting 
men have been shot in cold blood. In no case have the murderers 
been arrested. The High Commissioner has, however, mterviewed 
the Arab leaders and expressed his disapproval of their tactics. 

Feiwel Schnitzer was murdered on Tuesday morning in the old 
city of Jerusalem by an Arab, who fired three shots. Schnitzer, a 
Yeshiva student, who was thirty years old, was marred and had 
cluldren. The funeral, which was largely attended, was completely 
orderly. 

The previous day, Karl Breitinger, an Austrian non-Jew, was 
shot dead in the Street of the Prophets, in the centre of the new 
Jerusalem. According to Mr. O. D. Gallagher, of the DarLy Express, 
an Arab was arrested, who is stated to have said: “I’m sorry. I 
thought he was a Jew.” 

The victim was a mechanic employed at the Austrian Hospice, 
and was wearing clothes similar to those worn by Jewish workers. 

At the funeral on Tuesday, a crowd of 500 Arabs, with the object 
of insinuating that the murder was committed by a Jew, seized the 
cofin and proceeded towards the Old City, with the intention of 
holding a service in a Christian church. The police rescued the body 
and dispersed the Arabs. 

As a Jewish crowd was leaying the Edison Cinema, near the 
Street of the Prophets, on Saturday night, an Arab fired, killing one 
ry outright and wounding four others. The assailant escaped in 
a taxi. 

The murdered man was Zvi Spachowski, who had come from 
Poland only a few months ago. Two others who died from their 
injuries were Isaac Jalowski, aged twenty-seven, a doctor, and 
Alexander Polonsky, a young worker. Mrs. Schlosser and Nahum 

kenazi were seriously wounded. 

Curfew was imposed throughout Jerusalem the following day, and 
the Old City was surrounded by police forces with machine-guns. 

A crowd of more than 10,000 Jews gathered outside the Hadassah 
Hospital on Sunday to hear Mr. Ben Zvi’s speech over the bodies of 
the victims. He said: “ Innocent Jewish blood has again been spilled, 


and none can say—certainly not the Governinent—that our hands 
shed blood.

“We have warned the Government against poisonous agitation, 
and this is the result. The authorities are responsible for this blood. 
We demand that this situation be terminated at once.” 

During Mr, Ben Zvi’s speech, the self-control of the crowd was 
remarkable. 

A small crowd attended the funeral at the Mount of Olives, Only 
the families of the victims and representatives of the Yishuv were 
present. ‘The speakers were Rabbi Meir Berlin, Rabbi Blau, Dr. 
Katznelson and Dr. Vachitz. 

The official communiqué issued in the afternoon expressed the 
High Commiussioner’s regret at the murder of three Jews by an 
unknown person. 


Jewish Delegation to High Commissioner 
AN UNSATISFACTORY REPLY 


A Jewish delegation consisting of Mr. Ben Zvi, Mr. Dizengoff 
Mr. Rokach, Rabbi Blau, Rabbi Uziel, Mr. Butkovsky, Mr. Zucho- 
vitzky and Mr. Aisling, was received by Sir Arthur Wauchope last 
week. Mr. Dizengoff opened the conversation by saying the Yishuy 
felt that the Government had no control over the situation. He 
emphasised the self-control.and patience exercised by the Yishuv, 
saying: “ There are 150,000 Jews in Tel-Aviv, and 40,000 Arabs in 
Jaffa, so one can easily. imagine what would bappen without Jewish 
self-control.” He urged that the roads be guarded, that Jaffa port 
be re-opened, and asked for separate Government offices in Tel-Avis 

Mr. Zisling declared that the Government did not take th: 
necessary measures to suppress disorders, thus enabling terrorists 
to rule over the Arabs, the large majority of whom are anxious te 
maintain peace. He asked for facilities for self-defence for the 
Yishuv and for compensation for damaged property, 

Sir Arthur Wauchope declared that he fully sympathised with 
the loss of Jewish lives and property. He appreciated the self. 
cortrol exercised by the Yishuv in the face of provocation. He 
emphasised that it was difficult to discover crimes which are being 
committed under the cover of darkness. He was confident that 
within the next few days order would be restored. 

Mr. Ben Zvi declared that the delegation was not satisfied with 
the High Commissioner's reply and that they were leaving witha 
feeling of insecurity.

Royal Commission for Palestine 
ARAB VISIT CANCELLED 
STATEMENT IN THE HOUSE 


Mr. Gordon Macdonald (Lab., Ince) asked the Secretary of Stale 
for the Colonies, in the House of Commons on Monday, what steps 
were being taken to inform the Arab leaders in Palestine that. His 
Majesty's Government would not be diverted from carrying out 
the mandate by violence or threats of violence. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas replied that he had made the attitude of H.M, 
Government quite clear to the Arab leaders. He stated that the 
Government had been giving earnest consideration to the situation 
in Palestine arising from the recent disturbances and the continued 
state of unrest. The first necessity was the establishment of civil 
order and the High Commissioner had taken all necessary steps te 
that end. 

Subject to this, His Majesty's Government had decided that the 
suggested Arab Deputation to London would no longer meet the 
conditions which had arisen, and that instead, it was desirable 
that an enquiry on the spot should be undertaken, The Govern. 
ment had: further decided, after order was restored, to advise His 
Majesty toappoint a Royal Commission which, without going into the 
question of the terms of the Mandate, would investigate the causes 
of unrest and the alleged grievances either of Arabs or of Jews. 

Asked if the answer meant that the Arab leaders were not 
coming to London now, Mr. Thomas replied: “It means that it is 
not looked upon as desirable for them to come, but the first 
condition that H.M. Government has laid down was thatlaw an 
order must be restored. The Royal Commission would consider the 
extent to which the Mandate was being carried out and would be 
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in a position to say whether it was being correctly interpreted, but 
it was not open to the Commission to change the Mandate itself.” 
Mr. Attlee (Leader of the Opposition) asked whether the decision 
to appoint the Royal Commission had been taken after having 
consulted the leaders of both communit es. 
Mr. Thomas said the decision had been taken by the Government 
without any consultation,

“ Every day that the Arab shops are closed, thousands of pounds 
worth of business is lost which can never be recovered,’ Mr. Clark told

villages and to the poorer urban classes and workers we cannot tell 
exactly, but they must be considerable.’ - Promissory notes are 
overdue to’a Jarge amount and this bank, among others, seems now 
to be conteniplating some action to’ force payment, which will add 
still more to the chaos.

The bulk of direct 
taxation, moreover, is furnished by the Jewish population, as the 
rateable value of property he!d by Arabs is assessed far lower than 
that in possession of the Jewish newcomers, ai. 


Undisciplined Youth 


Obviously Civil Disobedience as such is bound to fail. But there 
is & more significant factor involved, and that is the schoolboy 
menace. Many of the offenders who are being caught by the police 
firing haystacks or houses or strewing nails in the roads are 
adolescents ; boys and youths who have gone truant from school 
in such large numbers as to necessitate the closing of many 
Government Arab educational institutions. That the Depart- 
ment of Education has been unable, in the course of sixteen 
years, to instil a more rigid sense of discipline among the 
young Arab generation of the country, with all the wealth of the 
English school tradition to draw upon, is hardly complimentary to 
that Department's practical methods. The High Commissioner has 
pointed out, in his two public addresses since the disturbances, the 
danger of allowing these schoolboys to drift away from control by 
their elders. Indeed, their present activity is promoting the growth 
of a lawless generation, who see in the feebleness of Government 
action almost an encouragement for their acts and are spurred oa 
to greater deeds of bravado by the very restraint in punishment,

Children who were dull or nanghty were trarsformed 
into normal, happy children, because their fears which had driven them 
into rebellion or into anti-social conduct were sympathetically dealt with. 
The task of restoring the courage necessary for mental health required 
skill, training and academic knowledge. It could not be undertaken by 
make-shift efforts which must prove deleterious to mental health. The 
attainment to a higher level of mental health was a cause which should 
command universal sympathy and the practical financial assistance of all 
who recognised it as one of the greatcst liberating forces for social well. 
being of the century. 

Dr. J. J. MALLON, Warden of Toynbee Hall, thanking Lady Cynthia 
said the debt of the Juvenile Court at Toynbee Halil to Dr. Emanuel 
Miller, had not been adeqtiately acknowledged or repaid. Those who 
cared for the welfare of the young people im East London realised that 
the question of juvenile delinquency Was a very grave one. It was a 
consolation to them to realise that most of the young offenders were not lost 
causes but mercly needed the understanding such as the Clinic provided. 
The Clinic called the attention of the nation to a grave defect in education 
which denied to human beings certain conditions for the lack of which 
they were matred for life. The special care of children was an important 
consideration, in view of the waning population. 

Dr. EMANUEL MILLER, Hon. Director of the Clinic, outlined the 
organisation and the procedure that obtained there. 

Case Demovstrations were given by Drs. Maiy Burbury and M. 
Rosenfield and Miss Beatrice Robinson, Senior Social Worker. outlined 
the social work in connection with the cases, 

Dr. REDCLIFFE SALAMAN said that the Jewish Healtli Organisation 
had supported the Clinic for the past nine years,-at an annual cost of 
£1,300. The Clinic was completely underotminational and the Jewish 
Community felt that the whole burden ofits maintenance should no longer 
be borne by them alone and that it sh-uid be now placed on a wider basis. 
They were grateful to the Jews’ Free School for the accommodation they 
had given them but they needed a Home of their own which should act as 
a focus for the life of the district. Dr. Salaman appealed for donations and 
above all for annual subscriptions. 

Dr. HUGH GAINSBOROUGH associated himself with the appeal. 

A film showing the working of the play therapy was shown and 
visitors were also shown the drawings and charts by means of which the 
analysis of the minds of the children was determined.

‘uaterialised and the outlook’ for next year continued very hopeful. 
The movement of people from the suburbs to the locality of thetr 
“vnagogue resulted in a noticeable increase in membership. Income 
-howed a net increase of £317 over 1934. The increase in offerings 
sinounted to practically £100. In the Covenant Fund, they had a 
ource of income which could be augmented very considerably, without 
nereasing Synagogue bills. Regarding that part of the expenditure 
over which they had control, £3,158 was spent.in 1935, against £3,152 
in 1934, an inerease of £6. The net surplus amounted to £241 7s. Ild., 
ond under the new financial regulations half of the amount must be 
reserved for the purposes of the Synagogue Classes. He referred with 
iegret to the demise of Mr. Charles Stone, who was for many years 
‘\ prominent member of the Board of Management of the Synagogue, 
of Mr, de Roode, who was for many years a faithful servant of the 
Congregation, and many others. The Ladies’ Guild continued with 
its very useful work, particularly in the supervising of the vestments 
ot the Synagogue. Weekly Sabbath morning Services for children 
have been established at-the Synagogue. They meet each week at 
{l a.m., at 36, Hallam Street, and the Service lasts one hour, under 
the Supervision of Mr. 8. Goldman. The Rev. Philip Cohen occasionally 
visits the Services and addresses the children. He praised als. the 
boys’ choir, which had been created for the improvement of the Friday 
evening Services. In the early future, it was intended to launch 
another appeal on behalf of the Central British Fund for German 
Jewry. Several of their members had already individually contributed 
most generously, and he trusted that other seat holders would come 
forward with a liberal response to this most urgent appeal.

Mr. Gustave Tuck, who presided, first expressed thanks on behalf 
of the Honorary Officers to all the members of the Council and the 
Board of Management for the zeal with which they helped to conduct 
the affairs of the Synagogue. They had a net increase in membership 
of eighty-one for 1935, and since then they had had another forty new 
members. This increase was largely due to their Minister, the Rev. H. 
Swift; and they hoped to work out a scheme for increasing the seating 
capacity of the Synagogue. They would be pleased to know that the 
income for the year 1935 had been the highest in the history of the 
Synagogue, and in this connection Mr. Tuck paid tribute to the work of 
their Financtal Representative, Mr. Lionel L. Cohen. 

Mr. Tuck then referred in sympathetic terms to the losses which 
the Congregation had sustained by the deaths of the Rev. Harris L. 
Price, who was thew Minister for something like forty-six vears, and 
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Mr. Telfer Leviansky, who took a personal interest in all the affairs 
of the Synagogue. 

When, he said, one considered that something like twenty of their 
members had passed away during the year, the large increase in their 
membership was remarkable and spoke well for those who guided 
thew destimes. | 

In connection with the appointment of a Beadle he said they 
applied to the United Synagogue for permission to engage such an 
official, but the United Synagogue asked them to appoint a part- 
time Beadle at £2 a week. He did not know why they had selected 
the St. John’s Wood Synagogue for this innovation. Altogether he 
thought it was a most short-sighted policy. With regard to the Hebrew 
Classes, it was gratifying to note the steady increase in the number of 
pupils and the maintenance of the standard of teaching. Their best 
thanks were also due to the Education Committee, headed by Mr. 
Augustus Kahn. An excellent innovation was made on Passover 
when a Seder Service for the children was also introduced. 

Referring to the various appeals which had been made, Mr. Tuck 
said the amount which they had contributed to the present appeal by 
the Council for German Jewry had exceeded £21,000. He believed 
that this sum was so far the largest that had been raised by a Syna- 
vocue unit, and it spoke well for the St. John’s Wood Synagogue. 

Mr. Stpxey J. Gouppere referred to the Mutual Aid Fund: He 
was sorry to say that they were still a long way behind what they 
ought to contribute to ths Fund, 

Mr. Lionet L. Comen, in submitting the Balance-sheet, which was 
adopted, said that this vear’s income amounted to £6,025—an increase 
of over £900 over that of the previous year. Almost every seat in the 
Synagogue was now let, and apart from this, they had a waiting list of 
about fifty to sixty members who were paying full prices, without 
-eating accommodation. Speaking of the future, he said that since 
January Ist, 1936, up to the present moment, their income had 
unproved to the extent of £500 over the same period of last year and 
there was every indication that this year they would have a record 
year. In connection with the appointment of a Beadle, Mr. Lionel 
Cohen supported Mr. Tuck's protest. 

Mr. R. Gouin spoke in favour of appointing a full-tume Beadle 
at a rensonable salary. 

Mr. M. V. Jacoss appealed to the members not to neglect thew 
own chanties while supporting the others. 

Dr. (. Ducuinsky suggested that a Beadle might be appointed 
whe should also act as Clerical, Assistant to the Rev. Mr. Swift. 

The meeting recorded its opposition to the suggestion to engage 
:. Beadle at £2 a week, and it was decided to wnite a letter to the 
lL mted Synagogue accordingly. 

On the motion of Mr. Stoney Jacoss a vote of thanks was 
accorded to Mr. Gustave Tuck, Mr. Goldberg and Mr. Lionel Cohen 
for the hard work which they had put in during the last year. 

Tue Rev. H. Swrrr expressed his thanks for the kind things that 
had been said about him and his colleague, Mr. Hertzberg. If, he said, 
they had aclieved anything, it was in no small measure due to the 
guidance and help which they had both received from the Honorary 
and the Board of Management.

Messrs. S. H. Dainow and Henry Gledhill were elected, but withdrew 
us they were members of the Council. 

Mr. Henry M. Conen, a Warden, presided. In presenting the 
Annual Report, the Chairman said that Hampstead Synagogue was 
catering for the adult, the adolescent and the child. What Hampstead 
did to-day, the rest of the Community did to-morrow. He 
relerred briefly to conditions prevailing abroad. Turning to the 
Report, he said that the year had been one of progress and expansion 
in all the activities of the Synagogue. Membership remained practi- 
cally constant, except that there were now 137 members awaiting 
seats and assessed members—an increase of twenty-one—and there. 
were eighty-four juhior members, the latter having become an integral 
part of the Congregation. Income had increased by £186. He referred 
to the serious position of the Mutual Aid Fund, which was overdrawn. 
After paying tribute to the services of Mr. Lazarus, the Financial 
Kepresentative, he drew attention to the fact that Mr. Alman, the 
Choirmaster, had completed twenty years’ service in that capacity. 
He spoke of the value of the Samuel Moses Memorial Hall. After 
urging support for the German Jewish Relief Fund, the Chairman 
spoke of the necessity for showing at the Annual Remembrance 
Service at the Cenotaph the services Jewry rendered during the War, 
by ex-Serviceemen actually joining the parade. 

Mr. G. J. Tipper formally seconded the Report. 

Mr. MeLuer expressed disappointment with the result of the 
Polish Appeal, but said it was satisfactory to know that the expenses 
of the Appeal amounted to only 5 per cent. of the sum collected, 
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while the expenses of distribution—thanks to the Joint Distribution 
Coromittee of America—were nil. He had pledged himself to raise 
a further £1,000 to relieve the victims of the recent rioting, and asked 
members to contnbute to that sum. 

Mr. E. SNOWMAN supported the Appeal. He said that he had 
actually seen these poor people, who were living like rats in holes. 
Serious though the situatian was in Germany. it was 
serious in Poland, for it was six times as great there. One million 
Polhsh Jews had no idea where thew next meal was coming from: 
another muiulhon had some faint hope of a meal: and the other million 
were just able to live. 

There was an nomechiate response to the Appeal. 

Mr. 8. H. Dainow referred to the leading article, “The Reply to 
Calumny,” which appeared in the last issue of Toe Jewisu 
he said that the Community lacked a_ bodys 
reply to calummnies. 
by Mr. H. G. Wells as a case in point. Jewry. he said, would have 
to fight for the liberty it possessed in England. 

Mr. 8S. T. Coun said that the matter was being taken well in 
hand by the Press Committee of the Board of Deputies. 

The CHATRMAN said that it would be a good thing to invite Mr. 
Wells to attend their next Armistice Parade.

Dayan M. Go..or said he thought that combating anti-Jewish 
propaganda would become largely a matter for the United Synagogue.

In presenting the Annual Report, Mr. Content said that there 
were signs that the condition of their Congregation was improving. 
Although they had still to report a deficit in the Synagogue’s finances, 
there were now being built blocks of flats in the neighbourhood which 
would accommodate future members of Hammersmith Synagogue. 

Mr. P. Horowrrz then addressed the meeting on behalf of the 
fourth German Appeal. He said that the challenge thrown down to thie 
Jews in Germany concerned Jews the world over. It was true that 
they had their own local charities to support,.but it was the meanest 
und most unwise pol of view that sought on that account to absolve 
the Jews anywhere from the responsibility and obligation of coming 
to the aid of the Jews in Germany who wer treated hke Ssub-humans 
and parniahs. There was anti-Semitism in this country to which they 
should not blind themselves, although, continued Mr. Horowitz, “ I 
have faith in the Englishman, who is a different type of human being 
from the German.” 

THe Rev. 3. Lipson, thanking Mr. Horowitz for his address, said 
that they were living in a false sense of tranquillity ; and the spirits of 
lust and envy which inspired their enemies were only too evident. 
For motives of self preservation Jews should stand together, and on 
moral grounds their Rabbis had abjured them not to separate them- 
selves from the Congregation. 

The Financial Statement, which showed a deticit of £763, was 
then presented by Mr. B. Bernarpi. He pomted out, however, that 
they had to record an increased membership and also an increased 
income from temporary seatings at the High Festivals. It was to be 
hoped that the new Financial Scheme, adopted by the Council of the 
United Synagogue, under which they now figured as an Assisted 
Synagogue, combined with their own efforts and the harmony that 
now existed between ofhcials and Hon. Officers of the Synagogue, 
would ensure ultimately that.the deficit would be substantially reduced. 

It was suggested by Mr. I. Kurner that offerings be abolished 
and instead an increased assessment be placed upon the seat rentals. 

Mr. L. Barnett considered that the salary paid to the Secretary- 
Beadle was inadequate, and it was reconunended by the meeting that 
the Secretary's salary be raised. Mr. Barnett made further suggestions 
conecernng the popularisation of Services m order to attract voung 
people to the Synagogue. 

The Report and Balance-sheet were then adopted. | 

Mr. I. Kurner reported on the work of the Board of Deputies. 
and appealed for imcreased support from that body for the Press 
Committee, which combated anti-Senutism m this country.

Mr. H. C. Byrre, who presided, presented the Annual Report, in 
the course of which it is stated that during the vear sixty gentlemen 
and thirty-three ladies were added to the list of membership.

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It is the morning of the first day of Pentecost, in some medieval 
Eoglish or French or German Jewry, any time during the twelfth or 
the thirteenth century. The Community was astir betimes, though 
perhaps not quite so early as on other holy days, for many of the 
householders have spent the whole of the previous night in study, 
retiring only after daybreak. 

For little Joseph, as for one or two other children of his own 
ago (he is a little more than three years old), it is an occasion 
of special excitement: for to-day he is to make his first conscious 
public appearance. It is the occasion when he is to be taken 
officially to the Synagogue for the first time, to be initiated in the 
study of the Torab, in honour of the anniversary of its promulgation 
to mankind at Mount Sinaj. 

There was a foretaste of this, indeed, long ogo, shortly after his 
initiation into the Covenant of Abraham. A Minyan of adults had 
gathered in his father's house after the morning service in the 
Synagogue, on the Sabbath when his mother appeared in public for 
the first time after his birth. The cbild, dressed in all its dainty 
‘inery, was taken from her arms by the godmother, and placed in his 
sradle. Meanwhile, the godfather stood at the side ho!ding a Bible, 
open at the Ten Commandments. The Chazan then placed his hand 
alternately on the child's head and on the open book, and chanted: 
“May this one prove worthy of what is written.in this: may 
‘his one study what is written in this: may this one learn what is 
written in this: may this one fulfil what is written in this.” After- 
wards, they had recited verses of good augury from the Bible, and 
pronounced a special benediction, In addition, they had placed a 
quill-pen in his tiny hand to symbolise their bope that he would 
grow up to be a ready scribe in the Law of God. 

Of all this; of course, little Joseph knows nothing; though, 
perbaps, they remind him of it this morning as they are dressing 
him in his new Yom-tov clothes. He is then wrapped in a cloak, 
to prevent his eyes from resting on anything of evil augury on bis 
path, and taken to Synagogue—not by his father, but by some 
renowned scholar who (to his surprise) makes a point of passing 
through the adjacent schoolhouse on bis way. 


A Seat on the Almemar 


When he arrives in the place of worship, a great surprise awaits 
him. The buildmg is all festooned about with flowers and sweet 
herbs are strewn about the floor, in honour of the feast. Instead of 
taking his place at his father’s side, as usual, he is put up on the 
Almemar for all the congregation to see. Here he remains while 
the Scroll of the Law is taken out, and the chapter which describes 
the giving of the Torah is read. He then receives the privilege of 
Gelilah, or redecking the sacred scroll; using for the purpose a 
specially-embroidered binder: made by bis mother, which 
was swathed about him when he has brought from home. 

But greater excitement still is in store. When the service is 
over, his father receives congratulations, and everyone pinches 
Joseph's cheek; and then, either in the synagogue or in the 
adjacent schoolroom, he is given his first lesson. But whata lesson! 
On the previous day, some of the letters of the Hebrew alphabet 
have been written on a slate, together with verses such as “ Moses 
commanded us the Law.” This is now brought in and each letter 
smeared over with honey. Joseph watches with wide-open eyes, 
wondering what can be the reason for all these preparations. He 
bas not long to wait. 
Rabbi or teacher takes him in his lap, and holds up the slate before 
his eyes. 

Aleph,” he says, pointing. 

As soon as Joseph repeats the name of the letter, he is allowed 
to lick off the honey which covers it. It is not likely that he will 
readily forget what an Aleph looks like! This continues until the 
child has licked the slate quite clean, and the Torah has literally 
become sweet in his mouth.

Perhaps, later on, he will goto Worms 
or to Troyes or to Norwich to study in the Yeshiva at the feet of 
some famous Rabbi. In the end, he may himself turn out to be « 
scholar of repute. But, throughout life, be will never be able to 
forget that delightful Pentecostal ceremony which symbolises the 
sweetness which the Torah had for the Jew at all times. I[t does 
not seem too much to suggest that this Jewish practice, imitated

Nowadays, all this is not only superseded but completely for 
gotten. The ceremonial placing of the child in its cradle continued 
in the south of France, under the name la mise en berceau, unti! the 
middle of the last century. The other rite (which in some p aces 
might take place at any time throughout the year, not necessari'y 
on Pentecost) does not seem to have survived the Middle Ages. A 
relic, however, still lingers on, though even this is fast falling into 
oblivion. In many Communities in Germany and the neighbouring 
countries, it was long customary (and still is here and there) t)at 
when a boy-child was born, the mother embroidered a binder ‘or 
wimpel, as ib was termed), for the Scroll of the Law, in which the 
child was enfolded on the first occasion when he visited the Syna- 
gogue and which was subsequently presented to the house of 
worship in his name. This bore an inscription which was always 
in the following stereotyped form (the name and date are, of course 
imaginary) : 

(Joseph) son of (Moses): born for good fortune on (26th Ellul 5307). 

May the Holy One, Blessed be He, cause him to grow up to study 
His law, and to enter beneath the marriage canopy, au to 
perform good deeds. Amen! 

Very frequently, this formula was illustrated, the design show- 
ing the sign of the Zodiac under which the child was born; a bart, 
to represent his fleetness in study; and a crown, for the diadem of 
a goodly life. Above all, the mention of the Law would be followed 
by an embroidered representation of a Scroll of the Torah, hile 
that of the Marriage Canopy is adorned by the actual wedding: 
scene with Bride, Bridegroom, Rabbi, etc., shown under the Chu) «/'. 
Some of these old wimpels, specimens of which may be seen in many 
Jewish and non-Jewish collections, are splendid specimens of the 
art of embroidery, and are valuable in addition as illustrations of 
social history. In recent years their presentation was 10% 
associated with any specific day. Originally, however, there can be 
little doubt that they were presented by the child whose name thivcy 
bore on the occasion of the Pentecost Feast, when he was (akeu 
officially for the first time to Synagogue, to pay homage to the Tora.

DANZIG UNDER THE TERROR 


Spreading the Virus of Hitlerism 


CONSTITUTION OPENLY FLOUTED 
When will the League Act ?

Mr. Davies has recently 
returned from a visit to Danzig where he carefully investi- 
gated the situation. 


The virus of Hitlerism, which is being assiduously introduced 
into the body politic of the Free City of Danzig, now bids fair to 
render the life of Danzig Jewry 
well-nigh intolerable. Previously, 
prior to 1988, the 8,000 Jews of 
Danzig had no reason to complain 
of their treatment; they lived in 
amity among a pvopulation of 
some 300,000, nearly all of them 
Germans. Now, however, every- 
thing bas changed. 

\t the same time, although their 
many grievances were brought 
in the form of a petition before 
the League of Nations towards the 
end of 1985, and although in 
January, 1986, Herr Greiser, the 
President of the Danzig Senate, 
promised, with all solemnity, that 
legislation and administration 
would in fature follow the letter 
and spirit of the Danzig demo- 
cratic constitution, there bas been 
no improvement in the attitude 
adopted towards Danzig Jewry. 

The honour of the Jews is being openly attacked almost daily 
both in word and deed. Hundreds of men in brown shirts with 
swastika armlets are now housed in large barracks in the city. 
They march through the streets in military formation, singing anti- 
Jewish songs. When the Jewish people protested to the authorities, 
the Government threw the onus upon every Jew who had any 
complaint to make on this score to report to the police. The 
authorities know too well, however, that any Jew who did make 
such a report would be subjected to “reprisals” by the Brownshirts. 
it is the obvious duty of the authorities to take the initiative them- 
selves by putting a stop to such infamous proceedings. At the 
sine time, in the main thoroughfares, the STUERMER is publicly 
cXlubited, with the Government's tacit consent, 

Appeals are made to the public not to purchase anything from a 
Jowish trader. Indeed the boycott: is carried to the extent of 
urging members of the Nazi party not to buy anything even from 
non-Jewish shopkeepers who employ a single Jew or Jewess. 
Jewish lawyers, teachers and other professional men and women 
are finding it increasingly difficult to secure employment or even to 
retain the. positions they now occupy. Every subtle means that 
can be devised is brought to bear against them in every walk of life.

Persecuting Jewish Schoolchildren 


One of the worst features of life in Danzig at the moment is the 
teaching, in all schools and colleges, of the gospel of Nazism. Little 
ciildren are being taught to hate the Jews and, worst of all, songs 
‘o this effect are being taught when Jewish children are actually 
present in the classes. Moreover, examination marks are deducted 
from scholars simply because they are Jews. Herr Schramm, the 
‘ommissioner for Colleges in the City, has declared that-Jewish 
‘lildren are ineapable of writing good essays in the German language 
and that, in future, examinations are to be determined, not in 
«cordance with the usual practice, but according to the amount of 
‘cal devoted by the pupils in the cause of National Socialism. 

The result of all this is that the Jewish people have now estab. 
lished their own. school in Danzig, but the accommodation as yet is 
‘00 limited to cater for all Jewish children in the City ; and, of course, 
vuly a few teachers can be employed there. 

This, in short, is a picture of Danzig as I saw it during my 
‘scent visit, One wish remains to be expressed. The League of 
Nations has. a solemn duty towards the Jews in Danzig. Let us 
hope that they will fare better than did the people of Abyssinia.

The Endek Press, which expresses great dis- 
satisfaction at his appointment, recalls his réle in carrying into 
effect the annulment of the Russian Tsarist code with its anti- 
Jewish restrictions. General Skladkowski is also “ accused " of being 
responsible for the introduction of legislation giving Polish citizen- 
ship to thousands of so-called “ stateless '' Jews, most of whom were 
of Russian origin. ea 

That strong efforts by the new Prime Minister are a matter of 
the utmost urgency is evidenced by the ever-increasing extent and 
violence of Endek excesses. In Warsaw, Jews were attacked last 
week in a public park, and many of them beaten. The Endeks were 
finally dispersed by non-Jewish workers. The Endeks also attempted 
to invade the Synagogue in Preta Street during a Service, but were 
successfully kept at bay. Another notable ~feat’’ was the desecra- 
tion of a number of graves in the Warsaw Jewish cemetery. 

From Vilna, it is reported that a young Jew, Jacob Feldman, 
aged eighteen, was fatally wounded last week by Endek hooligans. 
The alleged murderers have been arrested. Feldman was due to 
leave for Palestine this week. 

Further attacks are reported from Lodz, where the Endeks are 
indulging in anti-Jewish incitement comparable only to that 
purveyed by the StuERMER. Attacks on Jews in the holiday resort 
of Otwock, near Warsaw, are reported to be occurring almost daily. 
The chief organ of the Endek Party, the WARSZAWSKI DZIENNIK 
NARODOWY, Openly advocates attacks on Jews in holiday resorts, 
and even mentions several holiday resorts which “ suffer from an 
invasion” of Jews. 

A deputation of Polish Socialist leaders in Kielce has visited 
the local District Chief to demand strong measures against repeated 
anti-Semitic excesses. It was promised that the necessary measures 
would be adopted. An impressive meeting was held in Warsaw last 
week at which some 2,000 Polish Socialist students protested 
against anti-Semitism in Poland. 3 

The first anniversary of Marshal Pilsudski’s death was observed last 
week by the entire Jewish population. Jewish newspapers appeared 
with black borders and special memorial services were held in the Syna- 
gogues throughout the country. 


Two men have been sentenced in Radom to twelve years’ and ten 
years’ imprisonment respectively for the murder of members of a Jewish 
family in the village of Vola-Kuraschowa, near Przytyk, last December. 
A number of Endeks have been sentenced in Lemberg to terms of 
imprisonment ranging from fourteen months to twenty months for 
plundering Jewish shops in the course of anti-Semitic excesses. 

A great fire broke out recently in the Jewish quarter of Zamoszez, 
the birthplace of the famous Jewish writer and poet, J. L. Peretz. The 
historic fourteenth-century Synagogue was entirely destroyed and over 
seventy Jewish houses were gutted. 

The Council of Advocates has expressed its strong disapproval of 
the decision of the Association of Endek lawyers to declare a complete 
boyeott of. Jews, and has threatened to adopt disciplinary measures 
against all lawyers complying with the Endek boycott resolution,

Countering Cuzist Propaganda 


“ Anti-Semites Subsidised by Germany” 


The National Peasants’ Party is organising a mass demonstra- 
tion in Bucharest at the end of this month against Cuzist propa- 
ganda and activities. Speaking at a meeting of the National 
Peasants’ Party at Piatra, Dr. Macarescu, one of the leaders of the 
Party, accused the anti-Semitic extremist parties of being subsidised 
by Nazi Germany. 
| Dr. Macarescu went on to attack the claim of the anti-Semites 
that the Jews were a danger to Rumania.. “It is our duty,” he 
said, “to take care of the minorities whom we have taken over.” 

The strike called by anti-Semitic students at the universities of 
Bucharest, Czernowitz and Cluj as a protest against the arrest 
of some of their leaders, has collapsed. Democratic students con- 
tinued to attend the lectures in spite of the threats of anti-Semitic 
picketing parties. 

Three students at Czernowitz University have been arrested 
for attacking Professor Dr. Heinz Kellman, a converted Jew. Two 


professors have also been attacked by students at Jassy University, 
The students have been arrested and are to be court-martialled. 
Further attacks on Jewish students are reported from Bucharest 
University. 
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German-Jewish Doctors in India 


A CHAPTER OF REFUGEE HISTORY 


The Problem of Professional Opposition 
[From a Correspondent] 


Since the advent of the Hitler régime, a small but steady influx 
of German Jews has entered British India. So far, their total 
number, including women and children, is certainly less than one 
hundred, an absolutely negligible addition to the teeming popula- 
tion of India, and only a very small augmentation to Indian Jewry, 
which numbers some 25,000. In spite of this fact, the arrival of 
even such a small group has caused much comment in the Indian 
Press: and the experience of the newcomers yields an interesting 
as well as instructive insight into modern Jewish migration. 

A large proportion of the Jewish immigrants into India are 
medicos. There are now possibly about twenty of them, including 
dentists. The majority live in Bombay, while the rest are scattered 
over the whole country in cities like Calcutta, Madras, Lahore, 
Ahmedabad and so on. When the first two or three refugee doctors 
arrived in Bombay, some anxiety was felt among both their English 
and their Indian colleagues. As there is no restriction on medical 
practice in India, where the bulk of the population depends upon 
quacks and “ medicine-men " for treatment, the newcomers could 
not be hindered from establishing themselves and fastening on 
their doors name-plates iuscribed “ Dr. med. (Germany).” 


Attitude of Medical Corporations 


On the other hand, doctors in India who have passed the 
examination of a British or Indian School of Medicine are united 
in the Medical Corporations of the respective cities. Only members 
of these corporations are regarded as real doctors and are entitled 
to operate at the city hospitals. Anxious to avoid the competition 
of the newcomers, the Medical Corporations, after a long and heated 
controversy in the Press, both in English and-in the vernacular, 
decided not to accept doctors from Germany unless they passed the 
examination of a medical: school. However, the public thought 
otherwise, and the papers which had opened their columns to the 
controversy received numerous letters from readers asking for the 
addresses of the “ German” doctors. 

As most of these are excellent specialists, they have succeeded 
within a short time in making a fair living, while several of them 
do very well indeed. On the other hand, the fact of non-acceptance 
by the Corporations means a serious handicap for surgeons and 
gynwcotogists, since they are barred from city hospitals and must 
make arrangements for*their patients at private nursing homes. 

While far from being able to prevent the newcomers from 
practicing, the Medical Corporations of Bombay and Calcutta have 
not only shown very little fraternal .consideration for their 


colleagues, who are innocent victims of Hitlerism, but have done ' 


positive harm to their own profession. For the public do not under. 
stand this discrimination against professional men, whose high 
standards of knowledge and ability are beyond dispute. The Medical 
Corporation of Madras took a course both wiser and more humaue 
by accepting cordially the two Jewish doctors who chose to establish 
themselves locally. The Government of India, while abstaining 
from interference with the Corporation, firmly.refused to put any 
legislative or administrative hindrance in the newcomers’ way. On 
the contrary, they made it perfectly clear that they want to help the 
jimmigrants as much as possible. 


Need for a “Gentleman's Agreement ”’ 
There is no doubt that a small number of Jewish doctors from 
Germany, in addition to those already in the couutry, could easily 
be absorbed by British-India without harm to anybody if a “ gentle- 


man’sagréement’’ between the members of the Medical Corporations © 


and the newcomers could be arranged. Both sides should co-operate 
in distributing future immigrants belonging to the medical pro- 
fession in smaller places where European-trained medical assistance 
is in demand, at the same time discouraging them ‘from settling 
down in Bombay and other places.where there are already enough 
specialists of every description. 

It would certainly be worth while for one of the British Com. 
mittees, established in aid of the Jewish refugees from Germany, to 
send to India one of their members who is himself a doctor to 
investigate the still existing opportunities for Jewish doctors from 
Germany and to induce the Medical Corporations to change their 
attitude. The money spent with this object would certainly not be 


wasted, as the success of such a mission would more than justify 
the necessary costs.

It is hoped, 
however. that Dr. Schuschnigg, who acted together with Her, 
Kunschak in the political crisis, will prove to be a mod: rating 
influence on his ally as far as the Jewish problem is concerned. 

Meanwhile, the Vienna Jewish Community bas succeeded jp 
inducing the authorities to confiscate anti-Semitic leaflets which 
the Freiheitsbund was engaged in distributing.

World Jewish Congress Preparations 


Revisionists Not to Participate 
According to a statement issued in Paris last week on develop. 


ments to date in the campaign for the World Jewish Congress. due 


to take place in Geneva from August 8th to 15th, preparations for 
selecting delegates are mow going well forward. In the U.S.A, it 
is stated, District Conventions will elect one thousand delegates 
before May 3lst to a National Electoral Conference, which wil! elect 
delegates to the Congress itself. Local. district committees are 
being organised in Poland, Rumania, France and Austria. 

The Executive Committee of the World Union of /ioni:s 
Revisionists has passed a resolution to abstain from participating 2 
the Congress, on the ground that it is not founded on the basis of 
democratic elections. Nevertheless, the resolution adds, the 
Revisionists have always been and still are convinced supporters of 
a World Jewish Congress which should represent the whole Jewish 
people in its fight for its interests and its rights in the Diaspora. 

The Executive Committee of the American Jewish Cornmittee 
has adopted a resolution re-aflirming its opposition to the World 
Congress. Mr. Alfred M. Cohen, International President of the B na: 
Brith, announces that the B'nai B'rith, too, will not participate. 


The Public Prosecutor has again opened proceedings against YX. 
Charles Maurras for incitement to murder as a result of articles in the 
ACTION FRANCAISE last week. The articles were devoted to an attack 
on M. Blum, the Prime Minister designate, and contained such ptrases 
as “‘ There will always be good kitchen knives in France, and M. Leon 
Blum is. a fitting subjecf for one.” “The Jew Blum must be fought 
against and struck down.” An appeal by M. Maurras against the verdict 
already brought in against him for incitement against M. Bluim is cue to 
be heard next week. 

Carl Theodor Drucke, a German, who admitted that he was acting 
as a spy for the Gestapo in France, has been sentenced in Paris to three 
years’ imprisonment,

obtained from England through the Bessarabian Famine Relief Fun, (4 
number of Jewish casualties would be truly enormous. 

The position of the sufferers, continued Dr. Rosenhaupt, W“> still 
very grave. Epidemics were spreading, and more funds were uryently 
required for the removal of the children from the famine areas to othe 
districts. It was no exaggeration to say that the 6,000 children '" the 
Jewish schools were in a state of starvation. Kitchens had been opene’ 
to provide them with food, and it was significant that these kitchens we" 
feeding not only the school children but the teachers as well.

LAYING OF FOUNDATION-STONE 

The laying of the foundation-stone of the Hackney Synagogue 
‘1 Devonshire Road, E., now in process of reconstruction and 
enlargement, was held on Sunday. The function was in heu of the 
Annual Meeting, which will be held later in the year, on the 
completion of the rebuilding before Rosh Hashana. The enlarging 
of the Synagogue was due to the amalgamation of the South and 
Central Hackney Synagogues, which in future will be known as the 
Hackney Synagogue. To copé with the combined membership, which 
totals 600, the Synagogue has been enlarged to the extent of having 
seating accommodation for 650 men and 420 ladies, as compared with 
the tocal seating accommodation of 355 men and 180 ladies of the 
South Hackney Synagogue. The new Synagogue will have an 
exceptionally large Communal Hall, a built-in Succah and the class- 
room aecormmodation will be more than doubled. The .documents 
which were placed under the foundation-stone of the onginal South 
Hackney Synagogue in 1897 were placed under the new foundation- 
stone. 

There was a large gathering at the ceremony, which began with 
a Serviee condueted by the Revs. Barnett Joseph, C. Kowalski and 
S. Blachman. 

The laying of the foundation-stone was performed by Sir Leonard 
8. Franklin, J.P., O.B.E., who was presented with a silver trowel by 
Mr. C. J. Eprile, the architect.- 

Dayan Dr. A. FELDMAN read some Scriptural verses and a prayer, 
and in the course of his address said they were consecrating the 
foundation-stone of a united Hackney Synagogue, which marked the 
establishment of an extended Tent of Assembly and which would 
house the umted members formerly worshipping in scparate groups. 
The scheme of amalgamation, conceived and carned out under the 
auspices Of the United Synagogue, had set an example which might be 
‘tollowed with advantage in London and the Provinces in regard to 
several institutions, but more particularly in respect of Synagogues 
wiuch served the same locality and often provided for the needs of 
the same people. Of the two Synagogues that had joined forces, the 
sermor partner, the former South Hackney Synagogue, had, during its 
ustence of thirty-nine years, been a centre of decorous worship and 
a centre of educational and social activity under a succession of 
devoted and zealous Ministers. The junior partner, the former Central 
Hackney Synagogue, was established eight years ago, when the Devon- 
siure.Road Synagogue became too small to meet the needs of the 
increasing number of Jewish residents in that area. These two Con- 
uregations, now brought together in an enlarged building and working 
in neighbourly co-operation with the Beth Hamedrash in the vicinity, 
should become a strong, living, unifying Jewish rallying ground, 
cxerting a powerful influence upon the lives of the young and old in 
that part of the Metropolis. 

A vote of thanks to the officiating Ministers was accorded on the 
notion of Mr. I. M. Shocket, seconded by Mr. M. Galinsky. 

On the motion of Mr. M. E. Waldman, J.P., thanks were accorded 
'o Sir Leonard and Lady Franklin, who had provided the pulpit for 
the new Synagogue. 

“In his response, Smr LeonarRpD FRANKLIN spoke of his pleasant 
association with the Synagogue for the past forty years. 

Among other speakers were Sir Robert Waley Cohen and Mr. A. 
Gavurin, 

A reception was afterwards held in the Central Hackney Syna- 
cogue, Richmond Road, which is at present being used by the 
‘ ongregation until the completion of the rebuilding.

F.sh Mayonnaise 

Lok one or more cutlets of salmon, halibut or bake, and boil, stcam 
or bake till tender. Leaving the cutlets whole, remove the contre bone 
and skin, and place in the centre of a flat dish and coat with mayonnaise. 
Surround with a border of lettuce and garnish with quarters of hard-boiled 
ogg, and grated beetroot and cucumber: Tomato cups filled with peas 
can also be arranged around the fish or served separately. For these 
choose large tomatoes of equal size. Cut through in halves and remove 
the centre (this can be used for soup or sauce). Turn upside down fora 
while to drain. Dust with salt and pepper, and fill with peas that have 
been moistened with mayounaise. Sprinkle with finely chopped parsiey. 

Any cold cooked fish can be used for a fish salad. Remove all skin 
and bone from the fish and flake it. Add sufficient salad cream or mayon- 
naise to moisten.

Orient Requires a Firm Hand 


If the Arabs of Palestine have a good deal to answer for, so has 
the Government. It believed that by adopting a policy of “ pacifica- 
tion,’ instead of the ruthless authority to which the Eastern 
montality has become accustomed during centuries of Turkish rule, 
and has learnt to respect, if could easily stamp out the dormant 
passions of the mob readily amenable to incitement. The Government 
iclieved, and probably still believes, that municipal legislation in 
Valestine has reached the stage where a larger measure of autonomy 
might be offered the Arabs in the form of a Legislative Council. Dr, 
\\validi, however, the Mayor of Jerusalem, an elected public servant, 
is on strike; so are the Arab councillors engaged in administering 
the city's affairs. He and they are pressing the population not to 
pay rates; they are neglecting the vital economic interests of their 
own electorate by urging it to strike. 

It is in these hands that the British Government and its High 
Commissioner in Palestine, inspired by a policy of “ There, there| 
pow, do be quiet, children!" would place a species of control over 
the destinies of the whole country by offering representation in a 
central Legislature. 

Enjoying the triumph of a successful strike which would gain 
them indubitable political advantages, there is no knowing to what 
lcongths the militant Arab leadership might go if indeed they are to 
be patted on the baek and invited to negotiate a pact with the British 
Government. It is against such chauvinism on their part, and 
fatuonsness on the part of:the Mandatory Power, that the Jewish 
people need to direct their most strenuous efforts, peacefully but 
effectively. 


The Hebrew and Arab Press 


Au IstAMIA has published a violent article attacking the 
proposals with regard to a Royal Commission. The paper urges the 
Arab leaders not to enter into any negotiations with the Govern- 
ment unless Jewish immigration is suspended, declaring that any 
Arab agreeing to a Royal Commission would be a traitor and a 
renegade, 

FALASTIN, on the other hand, advises the leaders to accept the 
proposal of the Royal Commission—provided it is competent to 
decide on a fundamental issue of policy—and to continue the strike 
until the Commission arrives in Palestine.

Work Started on Tel-Aviv Harbour 
EXCITEMENT AT FIRST SHIP'S UNLOADING 


Dredging for a harbour at Tel-Aviy was commenced this week. 
This will make Tel-Aviv independent of the port of Jaffa. 

By an arrangement of the Customs department, steamers will 
henceforth be unloaded at Tel-Aviv, at the mouth of the Yarkon 
River. This applies to the following goods: timber, iron, cement, 
building materials, and all bagged goods. A temporary woodew jetty 
is being erected, only Jewish labour being employed. : 

The unloading of the first steamer at Tel-Aviv began on Tuesday 
afternoon near the grounds of the Levant Fair. Jaffa stevedores 
who tried to interfere with the work were prevented from doing so 
by the police. Many of them denianided that a delegation should be 
sent to Tel-Aviv declaring that they are ready to resume work. 

Shouting “We don’t want to lose our bread!” and“ We want 
peace with the Jews!" the Arab dock labourers demanded that the 
strike should be called off.

Au ISLAMIA has published a violent article attacking the 
posals with regard to a Royal Commission. The paper urges the

ent unless Jewish immigration is suspended, declaring that any 
ib agreeing to a Royal Commission would be a traitor and a 
renegade, 

FALASTIN, on the other hand, advises the leaders to accept the 
proposal of the Royal Commission—provided it is competent to 
decide on a fundamental issue of policy—and to continue the strike 
until thé Commission arrives in Palestine. 

A leading article in last Friday's DAVAR dwells on the resolution 

of the Zionist Federation of Great Britatn (reported in our columns 
last week), in which emphasis is laid on the energetic steps taken 
by the High Commissioner. The article points out that no such 
coergetic measures can be seen in Palestine. Bitter disappointment 
prevails with regard to Sir Arthur Wauchope’'s tactics, Euergetic

prey to terrorism, and its confidence in Sir Arthur Wauchope is

The Arabs declare that Sir Arthur Wauchope makes strong 
statements, but the Arabs commit strong deeds.

riumph” throughout the country last wee‘. 

The Arabic newspaper, AL DIFAA, was suspended by the Govern- 
ment on Monday for the publication of an artic'e outlining the 
uethods of civil disobedience. It was warned on Sunday not to 
publish the article. 

AL GUEHAD, the leading organ of the Wafd in Egypt, and one 
of the biggest Arabic newspapers, suggests the convening in Pales- 
tine of a Round Table Conference between Arabs and Jews, and 
wivises the Palestine Arabs to recognise the legitimacy of the work 
‘ccomplished by the Jews, who were returning to Palestine on the 
» isis of an international agreement. 


Jewish Councillors of the Jerusalem municipality have published 
a letter which they wrote to Dr. Khalidi, Mvyor of Jerusalem, on 
May 5th, wherein they pointed out that the Mayor of a mixed city 
with a majority of Jewish inhabitants, who receives a salary out of 
revenues which are contributed mostly by Jewish ratepayers, was 
hot entitled to engage in activities hostile to the majority of the 
inhabitants. The councillors demand either his retirement from 


the Arab Strike Committee, or his resignation from his position as

THE ANGRIFP last week devoted three pages of its weekly illustrated 
supplement to the situation in Palestine.

New Immigration Schedule 
4,500 CERTIFICATES 


The new labour schedule for the half-year ending September 
30th was officially issued on Monday. It authorises the issue of a 
total of 4,500 immigration certificates, of’ Thich 4,000 certificates ara 
to be issued to the Jewish Agency for Palestine aud 500 certificateg 
are to be kept in reserve. 

One-third of the Jewish Agency certificates are to be given to 
married immigrants, anotherethird to unmarried men and the rest 
to unmarried women, 

The Jewish Agency had applied for 11,000 certificates, but it 
was not expected that the amount granted would exceed 5,000. 

The present schedule exceeds the previous one by 1,250. I 
includes 1,200 certificites for Chalutzim from Germany, granted on 
the basis of the special contribution promised by the British Council 
for German Jewry, of which Sir Herbert Samuel is President. These 
1,200 certificates include 300 for married couples, thus enabling 
1,500 immigrants from Germany to enter Palestine,

Work Started on Tel-Aviv Harbour 
EXCITEMENT AT FIRST SHIP’S UNLOADING 


Dredging for a harbour at Tel-Aviv was commenced this week, 
This will make Tel-Aviv independent of the port of Jaffa. 

By an arrangement of the Customs department, steamers will 
henceforth be unloaded at Tel-Aviv, at the mouth of the Yarkon 
River. This applies to the following goods: timber, iron, cement, 
building materials, and all bagged goods. A temporary wooden jetty 
is being erected, only Jewish labour being employed. 

The unloading of the first steamer at ‘Tel-Aviv began on Tuesday 
afternoon near the grounds of the Levant Fair. Jaffa stevedores 
who tried to interfere with the work were prevented from doing so 
by the police. Many of them demanded that a delegation should be 
sent to Tel-Aviv declaring that they are ready to resume work. 

Shouting “ We don't want to lose our bread!” and” We want 
peace with the Jews!” the Arab dock labourers demanded that the 
strike should be called off. Members of the Arab Supreme Com- 


mittee, who were summoned by the Arab strike leaders, addressed 


the dock labourers and assured them that Tel-Aviv would never 
become a harbour. 

Mr. Meir Dizengoff, Mayor of Tel-Aviv, who bad spent the day 
at the Hadassah Hospital, where he had been given special treat- 
ment, arrived accompaniéd by his doctors. He addressed the crowds 
in the streets, who answered with shouts of “ Long live Dizengoff 
Harbour!” 


Strike Leaders Fined 
MERCHANTS COMPLAINING OF LOST TRADE 


The President and Vice-President of the Arab Strike Committee, 
Hassan Sidky Dajany and Salakh Abdou, were sentenced on Monday 
to a fine of £25 each for signing the manifesto calling upon the Arab 

pulation not to pay taxes to the Government. Both leaders 
immediately paid the fine. 

In view of their bad financial position, Arab ‘bus owners in 
Jerusalem urged the Stmke Committee last week to release them 
from the strike. Arab greengrocers in Jerusalem have published an 
appeal containing a resolution to resume work, their patience being 
worn out. 

A delegation of Moslem and Christian Arab merchants visited 
District Commissioner Crosbie last Friday, and also demanded that 
the Government should issue an order for the compulsory, opening 
of the shops. The District Commissioner told them he would have 
to consult his superiors jn Jerusalem before issuing such an order. 

Arab chauffeurs warned the Supreme ~Arab Committee on 
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Saturday that, owing to the threat of the Government that it would 
withdraw their licences, they would resume-work on the ommibuses 
unless the Supreme Committee deposited £150,000 in a bank as 
indemnity against the Government carrying out its threat. 

Arab omnibuses resumed the service from Jerusalem to Hebron 
the following day, charging four times the usual fare.

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The Mufti’s Salary 
QUESTIONS IN PARLIAMENT 


Mr. MorGAn (C., Stourbridge) asked the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, on Wednesday, whether he was aware that the Mufti 
of Jerusalem, whose salary was paid by the Palestine Treasury, was 
a member of the Arab general strike committee, and was actively 
organising the strike in the ports, on the railways, ond in the 
Government services generally; and what action did the Government 
propose to take in the matter. 

Mr. J. H. THomaAs replied that it was a fact that, in bis capacity 
as President of the Supreme Moslem Conncil, the Mufti of Jeru- 
salem received a salary trom Palestine Government funds. He had 
no doubt that if the High Commissioner considered the political 
activities of any individual in Palestine such as to call for special 
action, he would advise Mr. Thomas accordingly. 

Mr. MorGan also asked the Secretary of State for the Colonies 
whether he was aware that the port of Jaffa continued to be closed ; 
and whether he could give any reason for the government of 
Palestine’s refusal to re open that port or, alternatively, to permit 
the unloading of merchandise from ships at Tel-Aviv. : 

Mr. J. H. Tuomas replied that according to his most recent 
information, Jaffa port had not in fact been closed, and he under. 
stood that arrangements had already been made for discharging 
cargo at Tel-Aviv. 


‘Jew and Arab” 
PALESTINE REVISITED AFTER FOURTEEN YEARS 


‘Tur Toes of last Saturday contained a long article on “Jew 
and Arab" by their Special Correspondent, in which he maintains 
that everything has changed during the past fourteen years save 
the attitude of the Arab politicians. 


Relations between the Jewish element and the British officials are 
better, especially in rural Palestine, than they were in 1922. This does 
not mean that the British are becoming anti-Arab; on the contrary, one 
might write an interesting essay on the attraction exercised by the Pales- 
tinian fellah, and still more by the picturesque but destructive Bedu, 
upon the products of English schools and colleges. 

“In any case, the Effendis, as the Arab Moslem politicians ar¢ 
usually called, are losing ground in the estimation of the British. They 
have done very well indeed out of the rise in land values, rents and 
agricultural prices following the Jewish influx into Palestine, The real 
cause of its hostility to Zionism is jealousy. 

** At present one fecis that the Jews are numerous enough to alarm 
the Effendis and many of the fellaheen, but far from numerous enough to 
be really safe from pogroms from which a National Home should be frec. 
‘The Arab peasantry, on the other hand, do deserve some reassurance 
against being crowded ont or reduced to cconomic vassalage by the 
consequences of the ever-increasing Jewish invasion, 

** Meanwhile the riots, strikes and threats of civil disobedience which 
have disturbed Dalestine of late should have shown H.M. Government 
the impossibility of establishing genuine Parliamentary institutions in a 
country where the fires of religious and racial animosity burn so flercely. 
A sham Parliament on the lines proposed by or to the Colonial Office 
cqually unnecessary.”

(upes whose minds have been poisoned against the Jew by the scurrilous 
and pernicious literature emanating from the headquarters of a small 


and grandeur of age. There is only 


group of anti-Semites. There are many people who believe this gang to 
be responsible for the sticky back label outrages. 
I, myself, knew in alvance of a raid that was to take place by these 
heroes’’ on a certain Sunday at Eastbourne some years ago. By @ 
‘enrious coincidence” Eastbourne was literally plastered with sticky- 
back labels on that day. We know that such matters as these are of too 
trivial a nature for the authorities to pay much attention to, 

To have a strong defence organisation of our own and to employ 
enquiry agents and le gal mivisers, in orderto secure sufficient evidence 
to obtain a conviction acainst these parasites, would not only necessitate 
the Board of Deputies cutting the Gordian knot, which so effectually 
secures the red tape with which their hands are bound, but would cost 
money. Whilst the leaders of the Community can rightly raise huge sums 
to assist and protect our persecuted brethren, they aliow our own 
defences to remain negligible for lack of funds, forgetting that uniess the 
latter are efficient, it may become impossible to fulfil and complete the 
former task. 

The members of the Community are quite willing to submit to a tax, 
for the purpose of protecting the Community. The following resolution 


was tabled at the Annual General. Meeting of the Cricklewood Synagogue 
on May 10th last year, and carricd unanimously : 


“That this Synagogue is of the opinion that the fees for Synagogue repre- 
sentation at the Board of Deputies be increased in order to strengthen their 
Hhoances, such increase to be met by a voluntary levy of Is. per member per 
annum, on all members of constituent Svnacogues, and that our representatives 
on the Council of the United Synagogue be instructed to support the matter at 
the Council.”’ 

Last Sunday at this year’s Annual Meeting, a question was asked at 
the Cricklewood Synagogue as to what steps had been takén to implement 
this resolution. The answer was very brief and to this effect: The 
Council of the United Synagogue did not acc pt this recommendation. 

When will our Communal leaders realise that whereas a bucket of

Tributes to Mr. Nahum Sokolow 


The Rey. Michael Adler, D.S.0., the President, presided on 
Tuesday evemng over a meeting of the Jewish Historical Society of 
England, which was held in the Mocatta Library, Museum and Gustave 
Tuck Theatre, University College, Gower Street, W.C. 

The Rev. Mr. Apvier opened the proceedings by voicing the great 
loss which the Society had suffered by the passing away of one of their 
most distincuished members—-Mr. Nahum Sokolow, who, he said, had 
won undying fame in World Jewry as a devoted servant of every Jewish 
cause, as a talented writer and as an outstanding leader in the upbuilding 
of Ziomism. The vatherine stood im silent tribute to Mr. Sokolow’s 

The President then announced that the Rev. Walter Levin had 
tendered his resignation as Hon. Secretary of their Somety, and that 
the Counc! at tts tneeting was forced, with the utmost reluctance, to 
accept it. Mr. Adler testified to the wonderful work which Mr. Levin 
had accomplished for the Socety, whose interests, he said, he had

Council of Manchester and Salford Jews 


THE MINISTERS PROTEST 

The Jewish Ministers’ resolutions, which (as reported in last 
week's JOWISH CHRONICLE) expressed resentment at the actions of the 
Council of Manchester and Salford Jews in connection with Visitation 
Bourd tatters, led to a keen discussion at the Quarterly Meeting 
of the Council on Sunclay, at Frankenburg House. Mr. Nathan Laski, 
J.P.. presided. 

Mr. Lows Kletz stated the case for the Council and gave the 
hustory ot the complaints wlich had led to the request of the Council 
to the hospitals for regular monthly returns of the visits paid to such 
institutions by Jewish Ministers. The Council, which was a duly 
constituted body and representative of 40,000 people, he said, was 
expected by those people to carry out certain duties, and one of the 
most unportant was to see that the comforting of the sick was con- 
ducted as the various Congregations wished it to be. The Council 
made an annual grant to the Visitation Board towards its eX PeNnses, 
and they had a mght to expect that these clerical gentlemen discharged 
the duties they had undertaken. Some honestly did so, and they 
highly respected them. Mr. Kletz concluded by saying that it was 
cisgracetul for Jewish Ministers to have pilloried Mr. Laski and the 


Council publicly, for wherever Tue Jew1sn went it would 


be seen (and that newspaper went all over the world), and their only 
defence was to allow the Jewish public to see which of the two parties 
had right on its side. 

Mr. Herbert A. Nathan, J.P., said the resolutions (printed in our 
last issue) seemed to strike at the heart of the Council, and raised 
three questions: 1. Had the Council the authority and power to 
deal with the affairs of the Visitation Board? 2. Had it exceeded 
its power by writing this one letter? 3.- Was the Visitation Board 
justified in writing such a letter as it had done to the Council and 
having its offensive resolutions published in Tue Jew1sH CHRONICLE, 
to be read by the whole country? Their records proved that the 
Council had this power. The strong criticisms voiced by the Council 
had been justified by the complaints brought to them by the Visitation 
Boards’ own Chairman. From that, it followed that the Council's 
duty was to communicate with the various Congregations if their 
Ministers were not fulfilling their duties to the sick, and the Board's 
resolutions were therefore not justified.

An Uncanny Grip of Rhythm 


Arthur Rubinstein’s Recital 
BRILLIANCE AND SUPERB TECHNIQUE 


The two groups of works which I heard Arthur Rubinstein play 
( Queen's Hall on Tuesday evening convinced me that this artist is 
as nunble-fingered as ever, and just as fond of the brilliant and striking 
eticet. Chopin’s Third Scherzo is the least interesting of the four from 
point of view of its content, and the pianist is thrown back upon 
icverated emphasis either of tonal or of rhythmic contrast. Rubin- 
n resorted to the second, perhaps more doubtful, method, and in 
ing so pulled about the tempo to an extent that any lesser master 
would have failed to bring off successfully. Much more interesting 
» the two Mazurkas, neither of them among the better known of 
uopin’s Mazurkas, but, like all their class, affording Rubinstein an 
portunity to display his uncanny grip of rhythm. It is that quality, 
‘ied to. superb technique, which enables him to do what he likes, that 
Nn ‘kes Prokofiev’s “Suggestion Diabolique” and the “Love of the 
lhree Oranges” March so exciting under his hands. But the large 
“rain of sentimentality in the Ravel pieces made them unsatisfactory, 
‘or Rubinstein is no interpreter of that quality. Scriabin’s little 
“Nocturne for the Left Hand,” on the contrary, had the right vein of 
delicate sentiment. Rubinstein’s affinity with Spanish music was once 
tore exemplified in the group he played at the close: the Granados 
‘over and the Nightingale” and De Falla’s dance from the “Three- 
‘cornered Hat” being typical of that affinity.

If you look 
at the Hebrew you will see that the word 
translated “unworthy” SOP means literally 
“I have grown less” the suggestion being 
that Jacob had become poorer in merit on 
account of the wonders performed for him.

tab Adda lived to a goodly age and when 
his disciples asked him through what merits 
he had attained to such advanced years he 
replied: “I never lost my temper in my 
domestic circle; I never’ pushed myself in 
front of one who was my superior in learn.

surroundings that were unsuitable for such 
thonghts; I never walked even a short 
distance without pondering on the Torah or 
without my ¢efillin; L never fell asleep or 
even dozed in the house of learning; I never 
rejoiced in the misfortunes of a fellow-man;

- HE Talmud has many stories to relate 
of the saintliness of some of the 
sages who figure in its discussions, 
and some of them are reputed to

Ih. Adda’s aid. He had a store of wine ina 

house that threatened to fall, and he engaged 

R Adda in a learned discussion until all the 

wine had been removed to a place of safety. 

No sooner had the two Rabbis left the bouse 

than it collapsed. When R. Adda understood 

for what purpose he bad been used he was 
angry and quoted a saying of another teacher 
that one should never stay in a place of danger 
relying on the petformance of a miracle, for 
possibly a miracle might not be performed ; 
and even.if a wonder were performed for a 
particular saint it would be charged against 
~his merits. When one of his colleagues 
asked on what he based this theory he quoted 
the verse (Gen. xxxii; 11) in which Jacob 
exclaimed: “I am not worthy of the least of all 
the mercies and of all the truth which Thou 
hast shown unto Thy servant.” If you look 
at the Hebrew you will see that the word 
translated “unworthy” TYOP means literally 

“I have grown less" the suggestion being 

that Jacob had become poorer in merit on 

account of the wonders performed for him. 


MERITORIOUS DEEDS 


Rab Adda lived to a goodly age and when 
his disciples asked him through what merits 
he had attained to such advanced years he 
replied: “I never lost my temper in my 
domestic circle; I never pushed myself in 
front of one who was my superior in learn- 
ing; I never meditated on sacred subjects in 
surroundings that were unsuitable for such 
thoughts; I never walked even a short 
distance without pondering on the Torah or 


without my frfillin; I never fell asleep or 


even dozed in the house of learning; I never 
rejoiced in the misfortunes of a fellow-man; 
and I never called a neighbour by an. insult- 
ing name.” 

THe VoIces 


There is another tale told in the Talmud of 
m wobbly wall. The story is based on 
two seemingly. contradictory verses in 
Deuteronomy. In chapter xv., verse 4, it 
says: “Howbeit there shall be no needy 
among you”; whereas in verse 11 it étates ; 
“For the poor shall never cease out of the 
land.” Rashi explains the contradiction in 
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this way: If you do the will of God the needy 
will be among others but not among you; if you 
do not do the will of God the needy will be 
among you.”
